So the dying man will have 
one pleaſant proſpect here, whatever befals him 
hereafter! At eleven we came to Delft, a large, 
handſome town; where we ſpent. an hour at a 
Merchant's houſe : who, as well as his wife, a 
very agrecable woman, ſeemed both to fear and 
to love God. Afterwards we ſaw the great 
Church, I think, nearly if not quite as long as 
York Minſter, It is exceeding light and elegant 
within, and every part is kept exquiſitely clean.

When we came to the Hague, though we had 
heard much of it, we were not diſappointed. 
It is indeed beautiful beyond expreſſion. Many

. Being invited to tea by Madam de Faſſenaar 
(one of the firſt quality in the Hague, ) I waited 
upon her in the afternoon.

And they all wear large 
whiſkers, which they take care to keep as black 
as their boots. Afterwards we ſaw the Gardens 
at the Old Palace, beautifully laid out, with a 
large piece of. water in the middle, and a canal 
at each end: the open walks in it are pleaſant, but 
the ſhady, ſerpentine walks are far pleaſanter.

Thence we went to Mr. B. who had lately found 
peace with Cod. He was full of faith and love, 
and could hardly mention the goodneſs of God 
without tears. Alis wife appeared to be exactly 
of the ſame ſpirit, ſo that our hearts were ſoon 
knit together. From thence we went to another 
family, where a large company were aſſembled. 
But-all ſeemed open to receive inſtructions, and 
deſirous to be altogether Chriſtians, | 
After dinner Mrs. 7—— took me in a coach 
to the Mere, and thence round the conntry to 
Zeburg, I never ſaw ſuch a country — 
I ſuppoſe there is no ſuch ſummer country in 
Europe. From Amfterdam to Mere is all a train 
of the moſt delightful gardens. Turning upon 
the left, you then open upon the Texel, Which 
ſpreads into a ſea. Zeburg itſelf is a little houſe 
built on the edge of it, which commands both a 
land and ſea proſpect. What is wanting to make 
the inhabitants happy, but the Knowledge and 
love of God ? | 
* (Tueſday 24. We took a view of the new 
Work-houſe, which ſtands on one fide of the 
Plantations, It much reſembles Shoreditch Work- 
houſe: only it is conſiderably larger. And 
the front of it is ſo richly ornamented, that it 
looks like a royal Palace. About four hundred 
are now in the houſe, which is to receive four 
hundred more: juſt half as many as are in the 
Poor-houſe at Dublin, which now contains 
ſixteen hundred. We ſaw many of the poor 
people, all at work, knitting, ſpinning, picking. 
work, or weaving. And the women in one 
room were all ſowing, either fine or plain work. 
C Many 
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Many of theſe had been women of the town; 
far this is a Bridewell and Work-houſe in one. 
Ihe head keeper was ſtalking to and fro, with 
a large filver-hilted ſword by his fide. The bed- 
chambers. were exceeding neat: the beds are 
better or worſe, as are thoſe that uſe them. We 
ſaw both the men in one long room, and the 
women in another at dinner, In both rooms, 
they ſung a Pſalm and prayed, before and after 
dinner. I canndt but think the Managers in 
Amſterdam" wiſer than thoſe in Dublin. For, cer- 
tainly a little of the form of religion is better than 
none at all! | . 
Aſterwards we ſpent an hour at Mrs. 7 
a very extraordinary woman.

I have not met with a more warmly affectionate 
people, in all Europe / No, not in Ireland / 

hurſday 26. Our friends having largely pro- 
vided us -with wine and fruits for our Title 
journey, we took boat in a lovely morning for 
Utrecht, with Mr. Van ——'5 ſiſter,” Who in the 
way, gave us a ſtriking account. In that houſe,. 
faid ſhe, (pointing to it as we went by) my 
huſband >.

The difficulty of 
reading it is intoletable, occaſionęd chiefly b 
the infufferable number of mute letters, both 
vowels and conſonants; the like of which is not 
to be found, in any language under heaven. 
"The number of pronouns, and the irregular 
formation of the verbs, is equally inſufferable. 
But nothing is ſo inſufterable as their poetry ; 
the whole conſtruction of which is fo rifling and * 
childiſh ; and yet requires more pains" to Write, 
than either the modern rhyme, or the antient at- 
tention to long ani ſhort ſyllables ! Friday 20, 1 
went on to Caſtlebar, Here I generally find > 
welcome reception.
